ENVOYS MUST OBSERVE 
THE LAW OF NATIONS. 


Many Delicate Points That Wéill Bind 
_ Actions of Peace Commissioners 
in Coming Meeting. 


Just as in the war between Russia and 
Japan we have lately witnessed one of the 
most terrible conflicts ever recorded in his- 
tory, so, in the peace that is said to be in the 
there will be a memorable and 
epoch marking settlement. Some people 
seem to imagine that when the representa- 
tives of the belligerent nations come to- 
gether as the “ high contracting parties,” 
as they are called, toa treaty of peace, they 
can make what terms they like as between 
themselves, but this is not entirely the case. 
Here, as in the course of the waf, they have 
to pay strict respect to the canons and tra- 
ditions of international law. 

One of the most delicate points for settle- 
ment in cases of this sort, where the theater 
of war is so vast, and when no armistice is 
concluded beforehand, is to determine the 
exact time at which the treaty of peace 
shall become operative at certain places to 
which the news may be difficult to convey. 
Careful calculations are made and these 
various times are settled, and until the offi- 
cial news arrives the belligerents at these 
places are justified in waging war, even 
though they know that at headquarters 
peace has been concluded, 

The reason for this principle of interna- 
tional law is that, if a combatant officer 
were to be expected to accept information 
of this kind from any one except his own 
government, he would lay himself open to 
be deceived in the most serious manner, 
and in some extraordinary cases his con- 
duct in continuing warlike acts, even though 
certain that peace had been agreed upon, 
has been justified by international tribunals, 
who have only made the reservation that bis 
country shall reap no advantage from these 
acts, and that any land or} spoils that he 
may gain by them shall ¥e dagen up after- 
wards. | 


The leading case in the matter, ae one 
that is always quoted when disputes arise, 
iss+that which ts known as the case of the 
Swineherd. This was an English ship which 
was provided with letters of marque, and 
which sailed from Calcutta for England be- 
fore the end of the period of five months 
fixed by the treaty of Amiens for the termi- 
nation of hostilities in the Indian seas, but 
after the news of peace had arrived at Cal- 
eutta and after a proclamation of George 
IIfl. requiring his subjects to abstain from 
hostilities from the time fixed and men- 
tioned in this proclamation had been pub- 
lished in a Calcutta paper.

It is also held by international law that 
when peace has once been signed the late 
combatants are bound to look upon it as a 
fresh beginning, a point behind which neither 
side may look. There are not allowed to be 
officially any recriminations as to what took 
place before the war, and war cannot sub- 
sequently be renewed on the same grounds. 
If it were there would be international inter- 
ference to support this principle. 

The law of nations pays particular atten- 
tion to the interests of private and commer- 
cial persons, subjects of the powers that were 
at war, in the new and happier state of 
things that arises when peace is agreed upon.

its progress, but the law has it that, unless 
they are of a kind that renewal is impos- 
sible, they are renewed after péace is signed 
just as if nothing had hapyened in the mean- 
time. 

Thus, Tchito of Japan, who five years ago 
agreed to sell rice to Plovski of Russia for ten 
years, will, after the settlement of the treaty, 
begin again to do so from the point where 
he left off when his country’s torpedo boats 
began operations on the Russian fleet at Port 
Arthur.

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SWINBURNE’S NOVEL. | 
Reviewed by Jeannette 1. Gilder, Editor of the 


beating of drums, and waving of flags 
in regard to a novel by Algernon 
Charles Swinburne which Messrs. Har- 
per publish this week. From the ad- 
vance announcements of the book one would 
Suppose that it was a new novel and that the 
London society with which it deals was the 
society of the day. As a matter of fact it | 
is not a new book in any sense. I am told 
that Mr. Swinburne has touched it up here | 
and there; but the only thing about it that is" 
new, a8 far as I can discover, is the title, 


Mr. Swinburne’s name as author, and the j 


dedication to Mr, Theodore Watts-Dunton. 
The book is now called “LOVE'S CROSS 
CURRENTS.” It was originally called 
A Years Letters,” and was published 
anonymously. The lynx eyed Mr. Mosher 
of Portland, Me. discovered all the ear- 
marks of Swinburne in these anonymous 
letters, and published the book with its orig- 
inal title four years ago. I have not a copy 
of that edition by me, but I don’t think that 
he put Swinburne’s name on the title page. 
He attributed it to Swinburne in his adver- 
tisements, and there was certainly no doubt | 
in his mind as to who the author was. In 
his dedication Mr. Swinburne acknowledges 
the story as his, and describes it as a 
“buried bantling” of his “ literary youth.” 
It is Mr. Theodore Watts-Dunton who is 
“responsible for its revival.” “Were it not, 
writes Mr. Swinburne, “that a friend’s 
judgment may always seem liable to be 
colored by the unconscious influence of 
friendship, I should be reassured as to its 
deserts by the approval of a master from 
whose verdict on a stranger’s attempt in the 
creative art of fiction there could be no rea- 
sonable appeal—and who, I feel bound to 
acknowledge with gratitude and satisfac- 
tion, has honored it by the sponsorial sug- 


‘gestion of a new and happier name. As it is, 


I can only hope that you may not be for once 
mistaken in your favorable opinion of a 
study thrown into the old epistolary form 
which even the giant genius of Balzac could 
not restore to the favor it enjoyed in the 
days of Richardson and of Laclos. How- 
ever that may be, I am content to know that 
you agree with me in thinking that in the 
world of literary creation there is a legiti- 
mate place for that apparent comp e 
between a story and a play by which‘the 
alternate agents and patients of the tale 
are made to express what befalls them by 
word of mouth or of pen.” , 

Instead of being a modern story, these 
letters were written in 1861. But Londop 
society has not changed much; its besetting 
sins are about the same in this year of grace, 
1905, that they were forty-four years ago. 
As a youthful effort the story is not bad, 
but I cannot find it intensely interesting. 
I grant that Swinburne is a great poet, and 
often @ great prose writer, but not a great 
novelist, if this is a specimen of what he 
cam do in the line. of fiction Of course, it 
is clever, but it never scintillates. 


The English people have many admirable 
traits, none more admirable than their loy- 
alty to their favorites. Once popular in 


England, always popular. The case of Sims 


Reeves, the famous tenor, is one in point. 
Another case is that of Joseph Joachim, the 
violinist, who has been the favorite per- 
former om that instrument in London since 
he was a small child. Other violinists have 
come’ and other violinists have gone, but 
Joachim has held his own through all and 
will to the end. If he had set up his tent 
in New York rather than in London, as 
soon as he showed any signs of age he would 
have been called a “back number” and 
told to leave the violin to younger men, and 
when he gave concerts no one would come. 
In England his concerts are as popular to- 
day as they have ever been. Joachim is | 
now 74 years old, and he was not much more 
than 13 years of age when he made his first 
appearance at a philharmonic concert in 
London, playing Beethoven's concerto under 
‘Mendelssohn’s conductorship. From that 
time to the present day he has been the 
violinist for whom English audiences ha 

I have before me a biographical sketch 
and study of Joachim by Mr. Fuller-Mait- 
land, soon to be published by John Lane. 
It is a small book, but it is a careful study 


‘of this master of the violin, and will answer 


until his final biography or autobiography 
is given to the world. : ae 

Mr. Fuller-Maitland is right when he says 
that perhaps no one except a crowned head 
has had so many opportunities of getting 
overdone with admiration as Joachim, “ Be- 
sides the regular tribute of a multitude of 
worshipers wherever he appears in public, 
he has received tangible evidence of the love 
that he inspires on several most important 
occasions in his life. In 188 the fiftieth 
anniversary of the beginning of his pro- 
fessional career was fitly celebrated at Ber- 
lin and elsewhere by gala concerts and other 
festivities. At Berlin, where the celebration 
necessarily took place a short time before 
the actual completion of the fifty years as 
Joachim was in England on the actual day, 
at the Hochschule, after the performance 
of a cantata by Bach, a mémorable speech 
by Dr. Spitta, and the presentation of a 
bust by Donndorf, a concert took place at 
which three works by Joachim were played 
under Rudorff’s direction—the ‘ Hamlet’ 
and ‘Henry IV.’ overtures and the Hun- 
garian concerto, each movement of the last 
‘beng played by an eminent pupil of the’ 
composer. A more practical tribute to the 
unique position occupied by Joachim in HBer- 
lin. was the fact that a sum of 100,000 marks 
(£5,000) was raised, and part of it was the 
nucleus of a fund for providing poor stu- 
dents of the Hochschule with fitting instru- 
ments. The house in which Beethoven was 
born, at Bonn, had been bought by tweive 
citizens of the town, and in celebration of 
the Joachim ‘ fubilee’” the great artist was 
offered the honorary presidency of the 
*‘ Beethoven House society,’ a body which or- 
ganized the interesting Bonn festivals, which 
have taken place every three or four years: 
since 1890."’ | 

Mr. |Fuller-Maitiand points out that in 
Joachim technique reached its highest potnt: 
of perfection: 
“Truth, rectitude, earnestness of purpose, 
singleness of artistic aim, a childlike clarity 
of the inner vision, combined with the high- 
est dignity—all these are evident to any but 
the most superficial listener, and there isa 
certain quiet ardor, eloquent of strong emo- 
tion strongly controlied, such as distinguish- 
es only those who possess the highest imagi- 


Among the few anecdotes that Mr. Fuller- 
Maitland narrates is one that illustrates 
Joachim’s artistic personality: | 

“It is recorded that on one occasion, when 
he played at first sight Schumann’s Fantasia 
for the violin, the composer, instead of burst- 
ing into ecstasies over the player’s immediate 
grasp of the inner meaning of the music, or 
the cleverness of his execution, whispered 
to his neighbor, ‘One can never love him 
enough.’ It is, perhaps, this power of stir- 
ring up @ real personal affection in worthy 
hearers that is the greatest of all the player’s 
attributes, and such a power is, indeed, a 
gift of priceless value.” 1

By the way, it is recorded that once, 
when Joachim was playing one of his most 
famous pieces for the edification of little 
Von Vecsey, the latter made some suggestion 
as to the way he thought it should be played. 
Joachim patted him on the back, thanked 
him, and tokd him he was quite right; that

BOOK GOSSIP OF LONDON. 
Stir of Week Caused by Publication of 
Swinburne's First Novel, “ Love's Cross 
Currents”—To Prepare Watts’ Bicg- 
raphy.

LONDON, -July 14.—In these dull times in 
publishing anything in the shape of & tem- 
porary story comes as a great relief. The 
stir of the week has been provided by the 
publication of Algernon Charles Swinburne’s 
first novel, “ Love’s Cross Currents.” It has 
not been kindly received by the critics. 

It is recalled that Swinburne in the preface 
to the collected edition of his poems dec 
that there was no line which he wished to 
blot, but it would have been bettef for his 
reputation if this novel had been written in 
his younger days and had been permitted to 
lie in peaceful oblivion. But Swinburne is 
not blamed so much as his friend, Theodore 
Watts-Dunton, for disinterring what Swin- 
burne himself calls his buried bantling, and 
advising its publication. Nevertheless, the 
public has pounced with greedy curiosity 
upon the poet’s first published prose work, 
and though it only saw the light on Wednes- 
day not a copy was to be bought on Thursday, 
and the second edition is being rushed 
through the press, == 

One of the successful novels of the last 
year was W. B. Maxwell's ** The Ragged Mes- 
senger,”” He is to follew this with a story 
called “‘ Vivien,” published by Methuen. His 
story of the girl's life is studied with a close- 
ness that is perhaps both unusual and origin- 
al. The young novelist is a son of Mrs. Max- 
well, better known as Miss Braddon. 

Mrs, Watts, widow of G. F. Watts, R. A., 

has decided to prepare a biography of that 
great artist.. In a letter she says: 
“It is not without much hesitation and 
reluctance that I have come to the conclusion 
that it is right for me to make an attempt 
to give my husband's life of thought as far 
as is possible in his own words from his own 
notes and from letters in my possession as 
well as those already kindly lent me by 
friends and strangers. I hope, without mak- 
ing any claim to literary experience or abil- 
ity, to reveal something of the personality 
which drew forth the deep love and venera- 
tion of so many intimate friends.” |

tarr was born in Deerfield, Mass., in 
1824, of Puritan ancestry. In 1854 she be- 
came @ convert to the Roman Catholic 
,Chureh, In 1856 she came to Chicago, and for 
forty-five years her home was a center of 
culture, of artistic impulse, and religious in- 
tion, that warranted the bestowal upon 
her of the Laetare medal in 1885 and the only 


awarded for an art school, : 

Perhaps the editor would have done justice 
to her reputation better by omitting some of 
the unimportant letters and inserting ex- 
tracts from her poems or art studies, but this 
volume is intended for friends rather. than 
strangers, and while it will not add to her 
reputation it will help keep a dear memory 
green. The account of her last days is touch- 
ing. The description of the aged woman, 
past 77, rising in the night shortly before her 
death to write a poem inspired by the serene 
moonlight adds to our regret that Father 
McGovern did not use his own pen more free- 
ly in telling the story of Miss Starr’s life. 
There are s0 many things that can be said of 
one better than one’s self can say. 


“A HISTORY OF THE PACIFIC NORTH- 
WEST,” by Joseph Schafer (the Macmillan 
company), contains much of the true ro- 
mance of history. From the first Spanish 
exploration of the Oregon coast In 1774 to 
| the Portland exposition of 1905 there is a 
steady succession of picturesque journeys 
by sea and by land, conflicts and triumphs. 
Capt. Cook linked his name with this coun- 
try before he found death In the Southern 
sea. Gray of Boston discovered the Colum- 
bia in 1792, and named it from his ship, the 
first to carry the American flag around the 
globe. Thomas Jefferson proposed to George 
Rogers Clark in 1783 to explore the country 
from the Mississippi to the Pacific. Peace 
with England had been signed only three 
months then, and the new nation had not 
the strength to reach out for remote riches. 
It was nearly twenty years later that Jef- 
.ferson, having become president, persuaded 
“eongress to appropriate the money for the 
‘expedition led by Meriwether Lewis and 
William Clark. The race for 
trade followed. Colonists and missionaries 
pressed in. Whitman was the most famous 
of these. His murder by Indians in 1847 
Jed to the establishment of a territorial 


government in Oregon. Henry Villard com- 


pleted the Northern Pacific railway in 18x83, 
and the northwest was firmly linked with 
the nation. FOS 
Prof. Schafer intends this history pri- 
marily for the youth of Oregon, Washington, 
and Idaho. The story of American pluck, 
sagacity, and perseverance which it dis- 
closes is worth serious attention. The steps 
that led to the building of an empire on our 
Pacific coast are no less interesting to trace 
than the beginnings of a European state. 


'“ MAY MARGARET,” by 8S. R. Crockett 
(Dodd, Mead & Co.), is another story of the 
black Dougiases in the days when the king 
of Scotland was only the chief among many 
princes, or:rather a figure controlled by the 
nearest prince. Margaret, princess of Gal- 
loway, is only a piece in the game whose 
prize is the control of Scotland. In her old 
age she tells the story of her adventures 
and those of her three husbands. She speaks 
with a freedom allowable in her century, not 
wholly praiseworthy now, but the story she 
felis is full of motion and color. Love and

Ben Jacobson Becomes Owner of the H. 
A. Richmond, Now Lying at Cly- 
bourn Place Bridge. 


The low water mark in the market for ves~ 
sel property was reached yesterday, when 
the schooner H. A. Richmond, a two masted 
craft, registering 198 net tons, wae sold for $6.

‘ Warrahto proceedings to oust the company 
from beneath the streets of Chicago. The 
fenor of the judge's findings and of the 
state's attorney’s susbsequent remarks in- 
dicate this may be done. 

Although President Wheeler, William 
Loefficr, Bdward Ehrhorn, Edward Novak, 
and James Higgins were discharged, the 
estate was victorious In the main question at 
issue, whether the documents in question 
were * legal records " and therefore sub- 
jects of forgery.
